7 \ T ;Thls attitude, more ithan any other makes the teen- 
ager remote, and somewhat disassociated with the norms 
and habits or the entire notion and endangers his future 
place within the structure of modern society. 

A goad deal of the' responsibility far this fostered 
attitude within teenagers can also be laid at the door of 
the publications field, where too much is made 1 of them. 
They represent a minority not capable of rendering adult 
reasoning in the direction of their own. lives and m still 
myriad numbers of writers, teachers and sociologists in- 
sist that they are, at the age of fourteen, as equally ex- 
perienced, as mentally well-balapced and as deft in trades 
and professions as a middle-aged adult. 

This distorted philosophy has done more to corrupt 
the teenager, to bloat htm with false illusions of himself, 
than any other influence. ri ; 

The simple state of his existence rests within the 
formulating, years of mental growth and the only sound 
way of aiding that growth, for the' teenager to recognize 
- Its importance, is a dominance of authority, communica-

I will endeavor to answer 
all of your easy questions 
and some of the more painful 
ones, such as, "Why wasn't 
my article printed?" In the 
next few weeks we will delve 
Into such subjects as news- 
paper deadlines, length of the 
stories, photographs, story 
form and others, all designed 
to aid, inform and In some 
cases amuse you. 

I will try to give a better 
understanding of newspaper 
processes and the reasons 
they do things, the way they 
do. Coming up In future 
weeks — "What la a News- 
paper," (a short one) — "The 
Editor, Man or. Monster?" 
"Get It While It's Hot," and 
many more. 

The first of the series will 
be, "What Is a Newspaper?"

major cohferedate army, (the 
Army of Northern Virginia). 
One of the most tactical 
military commanders of his 
day, advanced In warfare by 
Innovation, Lee first Intro- 
duced the used of trench war- 
fare, cavalry movements, ar- 
tillery usage, and was a pro- 
found exponent of the flank- 
ing movement. ' 

His major victories, Pred« 
ricksburg, Second Manassas, 
Chancelorsvllle, were all 
fought along defensive lines, 
Lee waiting for the Union 
enemy in fortified trenches 
with the terrain In his favor. 
At Second Manassas he used 
his generals Hill and "Stone- 
wall" Jackson to outflank the 
entire Union army under 
Pope while he feinted with 
two meager divisions on an 
apparent front which was 
only (hen . on horseback drag- 
ging bushes behind them and 
creating a dust cloud that 
looked like an army on the 
move. Before he knew it, 
Pope had been surrounded. 
Lee's army was not in front 
of him but in back and on 
both sides. The battle was a 
great defeat for the North. 

At Predrlcksburg, Lee 
forced Union General Bur- 
side to charge up an impossi- 
ble position called Mayre's 
Heights which were crowned 
with Lee's entire army. 
Again the northern troops 
were routed. ' 

The last and f iivfti victory of 
gigantic scope for Lee oc- 
curred at Chancelorsvllle, 
Virginia, when he faced Gen- 
eral Fighting Joe Hooker's 
army of 90,000 with less than 
half that number. With a, 
brilliant flanking maneuver 
led by Jackson, the Confed- 
erate army outflanked the 
Union wing and rolled down 
their flanks at a 150 to 1 
ratio. The Northern Army 
crumbled, panicked and fled 
to Washington. 

Gettysburg, Pennsylvania, 
was the only battle where 
Lee took the complete offen- 
sive. On the third day of the 
battle, July 3, 1803, after a 
terrific cannonade of the 
Union position, Cemetery 
Ridge, Lee ordered the ''flow- 
er of the south," Pickett's 
Division of 19,000 youthful 
Virginians and Tennesseans 
In a frontal assault across a 
half mile of open terrain. 

Hancock and his iron brig 
adee were waiting, unseen, at 
the top of cemetery ridge for 
the confederate advance, 

Pickett marched out In 
front of his men, in stretched 
out the entire length of the

A grim succession of bat- 
tles—Cold Harbor The Wil- 
derness, Spotsylvania, Peters- 
burg—finally led the be- 
draggled army of the South 
under Lee to Appomattox ami 
surrender. 

In the courthouse at Appo- 
mattox where Lee surren- 
dered,, he recalled an inci- 
dent that occurred during 
the Mexican war when he 
was adjutant to General Scott, 
U. S. commander. 

It seems that a lieutenant, 
mudspattered, uniform torn 
and having a thoroughly "dls 
orderly appearance," came 
before Lee and asked to see 
General Scott, stating that he 
had a communique from be- 
hind the lines. Lee told the 
young officer, who had risked 
his life to report, to "clean 
up" before seeing the Gen- 
eral. He did and returned to 
make his report In aiirash 
uniform. The lieutenant took 
his revenge years later .when 
he received the sword ^of 
Robert Edward Lee. His 
name, of course, was U. S, 
Grant.

Book Review

T\vo books have recently 
been ' given to the Antioch 
Township Library as memor- 
ial books for Mrs. Clarence 
Crowley, 

"Our Fifty States" by *Earl 
Schenck Mlers,*gives a brief 
descriptive and historical sur- 
vey of each individual state 
in our union. The many 
maps, the large print and the 
strong binding will make tho 
book extremely valuable for 
the use of young people and 
the seeker of concise factual 
material. 

The Golden Press has is- 
sued a special edition of "The 
Wonders of Life on Earth' 
especially for the young read- 
er. The ' very fine illustra- 
tions that characterize all of 
the Life publications are par- 
ticularly good in this book. 
Since biology Is a science that 
holds great interest for the 
teenage reader, this is a use- 
ful and attractive addition to 
the library's collection. 



Wclt-cstabiishcd business- 
man and longtime resident of 
Antioch, Loren B. Sexauer 
has a very famous history be- 
hind him. 

As a member of the world- 
renowned Rainbow Division 
of the First World War, Mr. 
Sexauer spent over two years 
in the trenches in France and 
as part of tho army of occu- 
pation in Germany after the 
hostilities. He served in the 
140th Field Artillery (Illinois) 
in all of the battles that led 
to and included the Argonnc. 
After the armistice was over 
he did not come home but 
was obliged to serve another 
six months in Kingen, Ger- 
many as part of the United 
States contingent that occu- 
pied Germany after the war. 

Prior to entering service, 
Mr. Sexauer was born in Wii 
mette and was moved by his 
parents to tho far south side 
of Chicago (Chatham district) 
at the age of two. He entered 
service shortly after gradua- 
tion, in 1019, upon return- 
ing home, he went into real 
estate, joining McKey & 
Poague, where he remained 
until 1023. 

Operating within the frame- 
work of several firms repre- 
sented by many real estate 
men of that day, Mr. Sexauer 



finally joined with Gerald P. 
Han Ion in 1043. 

In 1 940, Mr. Sexauer enter- 
ed a partnership with Harry 
J. Krucger which terminated 
in 1949 when he operated in- 
dependently. He and his 
wife, Mae R,., settled at Lake 
Catherine in 194(1 and have 
made their home there ever 
since. 

At present Mr. Sexauer is 
a member of the Antioch 
Lions Club (past president. 
1952) which now represents 
an aggregate total of -ill 
years of Lionism; the Ameri- 
can Legion, Antioch Sequoit 
Post; the V.F.W. He is a 
senior warden of the St. Igna- 
tius Episcopal Church and a 
vestryman. He is also a 
member of the Lake County 
and Chicago Heal Estate 
Boards. 

Mr. Sexauer's wife, Mae. is 
a member of the Antioch 
Woman's Club and was re- 
cenlly treasurer of the St. Ig- 
natius Church for many years. 

One son Loren B. Sex- 
auer, Jr., is treasurer of Sun- 
beam Equipment Inc., Co. He 
also served in France as an 
infantry officer during World 
War II.
